More and more the sport of bowling has become popular 
among families. This month we would like to discuss an im- 
portant phase of bowling — the delivery. Many bowlers use 
many different types of delivery, but we will deal with the 
most widely used one, the four-step delivery. 

Extend the ball forward with the first step, which is taken 
with the right fbot, and allow- the bail to drop from just above 
the waist. Elbows should be kept close to your sides. Allow 
the left hand to guide the ball until approximately the begin- 
ning of the second step, at which time the left hand leaves 
the ball to aid in controlling your balance. 

As the left foot comes forward to the second step, the ball 
should be at the lowest point of the back swung. Your body 
should lean forward throughout the entire approach, and 
from the second step, the right arm and wrist are kept straight. 
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"Is that the only color 
you have tn fan belts?" 



At the third step, the ball is well back and ready for the 
forward swing. The shoulders are square, parallel to the foul 
line, the right arm swinging. 

At the fourth step, the right arm begins the forward swing, 
I both knees begin to bend, and the feet start to slide on the 
Blast step. The left arm has been employed for balance through- 
-out the approach, and on the slide, the right leg also helps 
control your balance. 

^ In the delivery the ball should pass close to your left ankle. 
The right arm and wrist should be in a straight line from 
i the shoulder, continuing the swing. Your fingers should be a 
; little to the side of the ball as you start to release it. The right 
' foot should act as a brake and should be allowed to drag a 

( little to control your momentum. The left foot should be 
pointing forward and your right foot should be turned slightly 
to the right. 

Practice this delivery. You'll get more out of your game 
when you start to plav it correctly.
